THE REAL ESTATE MARKET

Values in Omaha Lowasr Than They Will
Ever Ba Again.

MORE INQUIRY FROM W;&LD-BE INVESTORS

The Condition of the Real Fetate Markot
Since the Speculutive Excltement of FPive
Years Ago Coased Mriel Mention

of I'resent Events,

[ SE——

The warld of business or finance contains
no feature mors interesting than that pre-
sentad by the growth of city roal ostate val
ues, The modern tendency 1n all highly oly-
Hized countrios is toward tho centraiization
of population in oities. People aesert the
country and crowd into communitios causing
the small town 1o rapudly put oa the aies of &
city, while tne city of moderate size becomss
& groat metrapolis io an equally short time,

Tho many requirements of modorn clviliza-
tion have created such numearous aod diverss
industries as to make it possible for the coan-
stantly increasing urban population to not
ouly exist, butto bocome owuers of homnos,
and to that extent, at least, landlords,

The marvelous growth of this well-to-do
class of citizens has caused a stoady inoroase
in the demand for rosidence proporty, and
values have boen stéadily advanoing in
all the prosperous cities of the country.

Lands in the near vicinity of cities that had
peen looked upon as useful only for farming
purposes, and likely to remain in that condi-
tion for years, have been in a surprisingly
short timo wanted by the home seckers, who
have converted meadows and cornflelds into
city additions,

Effect of Boom Speculation,

In addition to the ocentralization of pop ula-
tion in cities there has also been A corre-
sponding tendency toward the centralization
of eapital in vast business enterprises. Com-
panies und corporations are organized every
day, with eapital stock that a fow yoars ago
would have been looked upon as enormoaus,
but which at the presenl timo does not even
excite comment. The development of groat
business entarprises has created an increassa
donand for business property in every pros-
perous city, and accordingly values on this
olass of real estate show a correspondiag ad-
vance,

With the same conditions existing ana the
samo forces at work 1n all the promisiog
ciuos of tho country, it was not strange that
capitalists should have boen attracted by the
certainty of largo profts 1o be made from iu-
vestments in good city real estate. From
1854 elty property ua an investment grew
rapidly in favor with capitalists, and the
handsome profits roalized in most cases only
wheotted the nppetite for more. This led to
the so-called boom in city property, which
culminated in 1537, Instead of long time In-
vestors, operating on a conservative and
thoroughly businesslike plan, there sprung
up an wrmy of speculators, who bought
one day expecting to sell at an advaoce
the next. As if thers,wore not citles encugh
in the country for their purposes, the poom-
era croated new cities without number,
cities that had an existenca only on paper,
The Pacifio coast and southern states were
especially prolific in these paper cities.

The wilduess of this speculation and the
great extent to whieh it was carried on ore-
cluded the possibility of its long existence.
When the babble st sst did burst it act_daly
opened the eyes of investors to tho u.sla;
pility of specolativa values in the paper
cities but unfortunately made them very
timid about investing, in Arst class proverty
{n the solid cities of the country,

To thils cause must ba largely ascribed the
period of guist in city real estate transac-
tions that has prevailed since 1584, Some
cities in the country have suffered quite
severely from.the reaction brought about by
oxcessive s lation and from the loss of
confidence on the patt of investors,

Good Fortune of ODmuhin,,

Omaba has been more fortuuate than mrst
other clities in respect to her real estae
market. When the boom was at its height
in other cities there was great activity io the
Omaha roal estaté market but the business
was not carried to such an extreme as to be-
come A menaco to the city's prosperity.
Much of the property disposed of fell into
the hands of pecplo who countemplated im-
proving it at some fusnre date, The prop-
erty that was bought for purely speculative
purposes was mostly held by people able to
ipeet the payments, so that only a small per-
centage was aliowed to go back when the
speoulative demand fell off.

Speculative values in the outlying addi-
tions were pushed up more rapidly in some
localities than was justifiable, owiwng to the
large number of small speculators with only
capital enough to handle cheap lows on casy
payments. Since 1558 the process of liquida-
tion bas been going on steadily until the
holders of most of these lots are entirely out
of debt. ‘The city bas also expanded and
built up 1o and beyond many of these adai-
tious, so that oven if the purchasers paid too
much five vears ago the property is now
worth all or more than i1t cost them.

While property in the far-out additions
was sometimes carried beyond Its uctual
value by the speculators, inside property did
not advance any more rapidly than the
mntorial growth of the city and was *‘a pur-
chase' at any time. Since the cossation of
the speculative fever in 1557 the city hos
been rapidly improving, while real estate
values have been looked upon as stationary.
It the values on inside proparty were not ex-
cessiva i 1557 or 1555 it would follow that
they must be low uat tho present time,
taking into cons:deration the growth of the
city.

.ﬁm,_ vulues on inside preperiv are low
éven tho most conservative busingss men are
claiwing nua o careful review of the facts
would verify e statement,

The real estate situation in  Omahs
summed up in o few words 1s this, the gity
in its growth has ovortaken the speculative
values placed on outsido property, and has
goue beyond the values on inside property,
There is a growing sentiment that properly
in Omaha is today lowoer than it will aver be
ngain, Those who have watched the cur-
rents of events already nowe renewed inguiry
for property us peoplo with mooey come to
sce Lthe opportunities awaiting them.

Nothing In the nature of a boom is antici-
pated, but as the bank deposits will prove
there 18 pleuty of 1dle capital seeking iuvest
ment and @ large percentage of this is hikely
10 go into real estate.
